A proposed rule to = aE

The rule was written by the 
state Do of Adminis- 
trative Services after com- 


assistance laws, in which Asian 
Indians are included. 

Currently, the provisions of 
the bill cover only “Blacks, 
Hispanics, American Indians 
and Orientals.” 

Onkar Sharma, counsel for 
the Asian-Indian-American 
Business Group, stated “there 
is nothing in the law and 
nothing in the legislative his- 
tory to indicate there was any 
intent to exclude Asian- 
Indians.” Sharma felt that fail- 
ure to include Asian-indjans 
could endanger the whole 
concept, since “you can't treat 
some minorities different from 
other minorities.” 


BEDO has opposed the 
proposal, because, according 
to Michael Barnes, the execu- 
tive director, it was inconsist- 
ent with legislative intent. 
Barnes stated that “it was 
brought to (BEDO’'s) attention 
that federal regulations 
include Asian-indians in. their 
set-aside program. 

However, it was specifically 
decided by the state legislature 
that In the Ohio set-aside pro- 
gram, Asian-indians would not 


be included.™ Since rules can 
only be developed, which are 
consistent with legislative 
intent, BEDO held that the 
proposed rule was invalid. 
The proposed rule will go 
before the Joint Committee on 
Agency Rule Review, a legisla- 
tive committee, which reviews 
all rules before they are imple-~ 
mented. The rule will go into 
effect unless both houses of 
the legislature vote to reject it 
before March 12. .

NEW FIRE CHIEF NAMED 


Choice of Werner hailed by 
ex-hattalion chief, others: 


By TED OSHODI 

The appointment of former 
Acting Fire Chief Donald E. 
Nerner Jr., as the new chief of 
he-Columbus Fire Division, 
nas been hailed by Retired Bat- 
‘alion Chief A. Keith White and 
three other black firefighters as 
“fitting and the best choice.” 

Last week, Public Safety 
Director Alphonso C. Mont- 
gomery announced Werner's 
appointment as the head of the 
800-member fire division. 

In naming Werner, 54, to the 
$51,500-a-year job, Montgo- 
mery said: “We feel we have 
chosen an individual whose 
demonstrated leadership qual- 
ities and relevant background 
make him unquestionably well 
suited to lead our fire forces.” 

Former Battalion Chief 
White, who retired Jan. 29, 
1983, after 34 years service, 
said of Werner's appointment 
"It is a very fitting one. He has 
siready established a record 
while coming up through the 
ranks of great experience in 
ire suppression. All along he 


served with distinction, and he 
is well liked by all firefighters. 
He has proven himself to be fair 
in nis dealings with firefighters. 
He is a big choice.” 

Lt. Albert Alien, supervisor of 


Engine No. 6, said: ‘The 
appointment is well founded. 
He is the best man for the job.

death of Keith Burke. Stubble- 
field stated in a newspaper 
interview that he thought 
Burke, 15, who was shot in the 
back while fleeing from a N.

Vines was transferred out of 
Intelligence Bureau only after 
he Indicated to his superiors 
that he would respond truth- 
fully and completely to ques- 
tions concerning his activities 
for the divisions at a hearing at 
OSU concerning accusations 
made against Ross by the then 
Safety Director James Hughes. 

Ross, an unsuccessful write- 
in candidate for Columbus 
mayor last fall, said at thattime 
he was considering suing the 
city in connection with the 
alleged eavesdropping. 

In the meantime, Chief Jack- 
son is expected to testify that 
he first encountered the 
depantment’s recisi attitude 


as arecruit.When he applied to 
join the department in 1956, 
Jackson said he had passed 
the written and medical exami- 
nations.

At the high school 
level they were two of the best 
track athletes in Ohio. Both 
have personal bests in the 400 
meters of 47.8.

“t came to OSU because it is 
almost like a tradition at my 
high school,” said Green, a 
native of Canton. “I like the 
level of competition here at 
Ohio State. In my events 
especially-the sprints-any one 
of several people on this team 
could win at any time.”

Ohio Stat head track coach 
Frank Zubovich sees several 
similarities in his two freshmen 
standouts. 

“Both Danny and Zoraba 
have the qualities that will 
make them able to compete 
with the best in the country 
during their college careers. 
They are both outstanding ath- 
letes who need to gain a little 
experience and maturity. | 
wouldn't be surprised to see 
them both achieve All-America 
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status here at Ohio State.” 

The similarities between the 
two athletes don't end there. 
Each became involved in track 
at about age thirteen, when 
some very astute coaches saw 
the potential in both of them. 

Green began as a miler, 
before moving to the 800, and 
then the quarter mile.

Mindful of this fact and the incredible apathy existing 
among hundreds of non-registered persons, State Rep. 
Ray Miller, D-29, Columbus, announced the launching ofa 
citywide voter registration drive last week. 

The campaign effort, initiated by the 29th District Cau- 
cus, plans to utilize agency based registration as the prim- 
ary means of signing up 5,000 new voters in this crucial 
presidential election year, Miller said. 

Miller, noting that “human service and political organiza- 
tions have joined in the coalition” to accomplish the goal. 
said this is a first for the city of Columbus. 

“The concept of agency based voter registration makes 
sense,” he said in reference to the broad based non- 
partisan group, comprising 16 agencies, including the 
NAACP and UrbanLeague,.» 

In light of the incredible apathy among so many of both 
black and white eligibte voter registrants, we wholeheart- 
edly agree that such an effort makes sense, for it is an 
effective treatment for voter registration apathy. 


PUCO’s order is legal| Panel O 


The Public Utilities Commission of Ohio's (PUCO) order, 
approved Nov. 23, and designed to prevent utility compan- 
ies f or Ohioans’ heat during the winter, 
° ie Court. 

Recently, au lity companies, excluding Columbia Gas 
of Ohio, filed an appeal, which among other things alleges 
that the PUCO is stealing from the utility companies and 
giving to the poor. What's wrong in giving to the poor? 

The premise here is that the PUCO is trying, through 
Citizen's groups, to help those low-income people whose 
heat is often turned off because of non-payment of their 
bills. Non-payment of bills can be brought about because 
of sudden layoff from jobs, chronic unemployment and 
other socio-economic arises, all of which are unfortunate 
circumstances that befall human beings. Keep giving t6@ the 
poor and not the wealthy. Yes. 

The PUCO order, which allows qualified utility custo- 
mers to keep their services, by paying 15 percent of their 
income toward their utility bills every month, is all right, and’ 
it can be better if the Ohio Supreme Court looks at the claim 
of the utility companies as a sham, and therefore throws 
their appeal out of court. 

And the commission's order that requires the electric and 
natural gas companies to obtain approval before shutting 
off poor folks’ services should remain that way. 

Anyone who cares about human suffering should dis- 
miss the “illegal” action claim by the utility companies. 
There is no substance to the argument that the program is 
illegal, because it is an emergency order taken in a non- 
emergency situation. 

__ Freezing cold weather that cannot be predicted almost

Special program offers 
dropouts second chance 


The Columbus Public 
are not turning their 
backs on dropouts. This past 
September, the schoo! district 
began a program at its North 
Education Center, 100 Arcadia 
Ave., which is specifically 
designed to meet the needs of 
students who have left school,. 
or are compiling excessive 
absenteeism records. 

Since announcing the pro- 
gram to the Central Ohio area, 
over 700 students have 
enrolled to receive a high 
school diploma or. its equival- 
ent. Many are former Colum- 
bus Public Schools’ students; 
others are from neighboring 
schoo! districts. 

“We feel we are making a

munity,” sald assistant Super- 
intendent Ted Turner. “Our 
goal is to help these students 
receive the academic and 
vocational training they need 
to become’ productive mem- 
bers of this community.” ~ 
When the North Education 
Center program was designed, 
district staff tried to alleviate 
some of the factors which 
cause students to drop out or 
miss schoo! in the first place. 
For example, classes are 
available year-round, from 8 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday, and from 8 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m. on Fridays. 
This setup allows the students 
to attend classes around their 
home and work schedules. 


The school year is also. 


divided imto five-terms-et.42 
days each, rather than 
semesters. 

“Students like the short 
terms because they can com- 
plete a course in a shorter time 
period than possible in the dis- 
trict’s other schools,” noted 
Don Davis, supervisor of the 
North Education Center. “The 
shorter terms don't make the 
courses any easier. They just 
help the students see that they 


are actually making progress’ 
toward earning a diploma.” 

A special component of the 
program also provides -job 
placement assistance to stu- 
dents who need financial help. 

“Many of these students are 
young, single parents who 
dropped out but have now 
come back to school because 
they really want a diploma,” 
said Victor Miller, who coordi- 
nates job placements. “My job 
is to make sure they don’t drop 
ost now because they can't 
make it financially.” 

Since September, Miller has 
placed 54 students in part-time 
jobs with such organizations 
as Rax, Wendy's, and Riverside 
Hospital. For many of the stu- 


dents, these are the first jobs 
that they have ever had. Miller 
would tike.to expand the. pro-. 
gran, bat Heneeds' additional 
jobs for the students. 

“When | can place a student 
who was ready to quit school 
again, | feel very satisfied,” 
Miller said. “My reward comes 
when the student earns @ 
diploma.”
